You know when you have a nagging feel¬ 
ing that something is ridiculous - you 
say nothing and then it turns out your 
instincts were right. 

I’m getting that nagging feeling about 
the model of a lean, efficient, smaller 
state we are building in this country. 

We’re at the cutting edge of it in 
Northamptonshire with the county 
councildelivering services through 
arm’s length organisations and the 
police and fire service blending them¬ 
selves together. 

Is it progress or is it a ludicrous game 
of balance sheet sudoku? 

Progress is a positive step towards a 
known goal, but do we really know what 
the goal is? Spending less every year is 
not an ideology, or even a plan - it’s a 
kind of anorexia of economics where 
the only pleasing outcome is a reduc¬ 
tive one. 

The irony is that the current state of 
the world highlights the madness of 
reducing the various safety nets of state 
provision.

Helping people into work 


Lawrence John finds out 
how Goodwill Solutions is a 
blueprint for the UK

Goodwill Solutions in 
Northampton is a philan¬ 
thropic model which could 
spread throughout the 
country. 

Established seven years 
ago, the company as it 
states on its website is: “A 
Community Interest 
Company and we work in a 
way that helps the local 
community. 

“We work with disadvan¬ 
taged people across 
Northamptonshire to help 
them back into work and to 
become a valuable member 
of our community. We are 
completely self funded 
using profits from the busi¬ 
ness, not government hand 
outs, to run our projects. 

“Currently we are running 
our Back to Work scheme 
that helps offenders/ ex¬ 
offenders, homeless people, 
those with substance 
dependencies and vulnera¬ 
ble young people to get 
training and employment 
in the logistics sector.” 

Based at Deer Park Road, 


Moulton Park Industrial 
Estate the company is 
involved in a number of 
projects. 

One is the new jobs corps 
pilot designed as an inte¬ 
grated pipeline to get peo¬ 
ple to learn skills and gain 
employment. 

Goodwill Solutions works 
with employers to insure 
those who leave the course 
have the skills to go 
straight into work. 

Talking about this 
scheme, CEO and founder 
of Goodwill Solutions, Mike 
Britton said: “This scheme 
will be tailor designed to 
meet people’s needs and 
the needs of employers. 

“They will get vocational 
skills as well as work expe¬ 
rience. They will get the 
necessary training and 
qualifications which will be 
to NVQ level 1 standard. 

“We will train them in 
warehouse work and will 
insure they can drive the 
correct forklift truck so the 
needs of the employer and 


employee to do the job go 
hand in hand.” 

When Goodwill Solutions 
was set up seven years ago 
it had the one aim of help¬ 
ing and supporting 1,000 
people back into work. 

Mike added: “By 2016 we 
will have past this target 
and will have to set our¬ 
selves a new goal. 

“We work with people 
with learning difficulties, 
mental health issues, ex¬ 
military and a wide range 


of people. 

“We work with the proba¬ 
tion service and the police 
and the prison service. 

“Our aim is to run a logis¬ 
tics business which then 
pays for training and social 
assistance from the profits. 

“We provide a bespoke 
logistics service but we use 
the profits to help people. 

“The value of what we 


have been able to provide 
has been calculated by the 
University of Northampton 
at a social value of £1.7m. 

“As a company we enjoy 
the challenges with the 
business and with the 
social side. 

“This is our business 
model and I think more 
businesses will work this 
way.”

Fire crew in mission to 
bale out flood victims

Firefighters from 

Northants have been sent 
to flood-hit Yorkshire to 
help rescue people from 
their homes, as the misery 
continues with yet more 
heavy rain forecast. 

Northants Fire and 
Rescue Service’s specialist 
search and rescue boat 
crew have been drafted in 
to help aid the rescue 
effort, after a month of 
rain fell in just 24 hours in 
Lancashire and Yorkshire. 

The crew of six firefight¬ 
ers was first sent to Halifax, 
Yorkshire, on the night of 
Boxing Day, December 27, 
after the city’s two main 
rivers burst their banks. 

They were then deployed 
to Hebden Bridge, Leeds 


and York, before being 
replaced by another spe¬ 
cialist crew from the coun¬ 
ty on Monday. 

Senior fire officer, Mark 
Ainge, is one of the officers 
who made the decision on 
Boxing Day to deploy the 
team to Yorkshire, after 
having ‘considered local 
requirements for specialist 
capability’. 

He said: “The team has 
been supporting a multi 
service deployment in 
West Yorkshire and North 
Yorkshire. The operation 
has included searching 
areas and rescue opera¬ 
tions in flooded towns and 
cities. 

“NFRS (Northants Fire 
and Rescue Service) are 
very proud of our firefight¬ 
ers and the support they 
have provided to the com¬ 


munities of West Yorkshire 
and North Yorkshire. 

“Our firefighters are well 
trained and professional 
specialist teams. These 
firefighters have commit¬ 
ted to support this deploy¬ 
ment on rest days and 
many have curtailed their 
family gatherings and 
Christmas celebrations so 
as to make themselves 
available to support this 
national deployment and 
help the communities in 
other counties.” 

The NFRS crew has been 
tasked with dealing with 
situations which are seen 
to pose a potential risk to 
life. They have also been 
working to help evacuate 
people from their homes. 

Group manager Warren 
Ellison, who is currently in 
York coordinating work by 


boat rescue teams, said: 
“We have been working 
closely with West Midlands 
Fire and Rescue Service as 
a team of two boats, and 
we have also been working 
with Northumbria Fire 
and Rescue Service. 

“Most of the people living 
in areas affected by floods 
have now either been evac¬ 
uated or have decided to 
stay put. Our role is cur¬ 
rently to support people 
who are staying where 
they are. We are visiting 
people and evacuating 
people who decide they 
don’t want to be there any¬ 
more. 

“We are doing welfare 
visits to make sure people 
have the medication and 
food they need and we are 
encouraging people to 
leave their houses.”

Heartless thieves 
steal gravestones

Burglars snatched two 175-year-old grave¬ 
stones from a churchyard in Northampton¬ 
shire - both of which marked the final rest¬ 
ing place of members of the same family, 
both of who were the last ironmongers in the 
village. 

The headstones, both from the Victorian era, 
were stolen from the graveyard at St Nicholas 
Church in Overstone between 8pm on Sunday, 
November 8, and 9am on Monday, November 
9. 

Police officers investigating the case released 
the details on Christmas Eve, and are now try¬ 
ing to find witnesses who may have spotted a 
vehicle acting suspiciously in the area at the 
time. 

The first of the two headstones had twin 
cherubs, along with the inscription: “In 
memory of Sophia, wife of Thomas England 
who departed this life July 7th 1849, aged 78 
years”. 

The second was inscribed: “To the memory 
of Rebecca England, wife of Peter England

who hath left this place. She died 26th 
December 1831, aged 91”. 

The headstones were made of metal, paying 
tribute to the fact they were dedicated to the 
last ironmongers in the area. 

The vehicle which police say was seen acting 
suspiciously, was a double cab Isuzu pick-up, 
in a gun metal colour. 

It is witnesses who may have seen this vehi¬ 
cle that police are appealing for, as well as 
people who may have any other information 
relating to the case.

A cannabis club celebrated 
the true meaning of 
Christmas on the big day 
when it served up a free bar¬ 
becue to homeless people in 
Northampton town centre. 

Volunteers from the 
Northants Cannabis Social 
Club, which campaigns for 
the legalisation of cannabis 
for recreational and medici¬ 
nal use, gathered on the 
Market Square on December 
25 to serve up hot meals to 
over 50 homeless people. 

The menu included burgers, 
hot dogs, chicken and lamb, 
as well as teas, coffees, cold 
drinks and mince pies - all of 
which were donated by mem¬ 
bers of the club, the local 
public and local businesses. 

So much food was donated 
for the event - which ran from 
noon until 5.30pm on the day 
- that the club has decided to 
hold similar events in the 
near future. 

James Rogers, who runs the 
group, told the Northants 
Herald and Post: “It was a 
pleasure to give up our time 
to help other people. 

“It felt like it did any normal 


day of the week when we do it. 

“The people that came 
seemed to really enjoy them¬ 
selves as they all thanked us 
for what we were doing. 

“They would normally have 
been spread about the town, 
but because of this event, 
they were undercover and 
had food, company and 
music.” 

The barbecue idea was part 
of the club’s Winter Care 
Project, which aims to keep 
homeless people in the town 
warm every winter with hot 
food and drinks and clothing. 

And just last month, the 
club brought an American 


craze to town - which went 
down a big hit with the local 
public. 

That idea was hanging up 20 
scarves on trees and lamp- 
posts along Abington Street 
for homeless people, all of 
which had tags on them read¬ 
ing: “This scarf is not lost.

A sci-fi fanatic chef has used 
his love of Star Wars to 
inspire plates of ‘food art’ - 
and now has film lovers 
from across the globe put¬ 
ting in orders to try the stun¬ 
ning creations. 

Andy Kelly, 37, originally 
became a chef only to earn 
some cash to put himself 
through an art degree but 
soon realised he could com¬ 
bine his two passions. 

Creating his own unique 
‘food art’, Andy set about cre¬ 
ating food that looked like it 
should be in an art gallery - 
but for eating. 

Each creation is a complete 
one-off, and in celebration of 
the release of Star Wars VII: 
The Force Awakens, Andy 
has been creating his most 
unusual plates yet.

Skoda Superb 



Take a look inside... 


Skoda’s Superb gets a smart new 
suit, a slicker chassis and better 
engines. The weird twin-opening 
hatch is replaced by a more 
conventional rear aperture but 
there’s still more space inside 
than in some London starter 
homes and the pricing remains 
sensible. 

Skoda’s been dipping into the 
almost unlimited largesse of the 
Volkswagen Group to bring us 
some mouthwatering engine and 
gearbox combinations with this 
latest Superb. There was a time 
when Skoda was just given the 
cast-offs, the engines that were 
in the final years of production, 
while Audi and VW got the shiny 
new technology. That’s not the 
case any longer, with the Superb 
getting petrol engines like the 
excellent downsized 124bhp 
1.4 and even a monster 2.0-litre 
turbo with 276bhp, four-wheel 
drive and a dual-clutch DSG 
gearbox. In between those ex¬ 
tremes, petrol folk get to choose 
between a 148bhp version of the 
1.4-litre TSI unit and a DSG-only 
218bhp 2.0-litre TSI variant. 

Go diesel and you’re looking at 
148bhp and 187bhp 2.0-litre TDI 
engines with six-speed manual 
or DSG ‘boxes. Both of these 
engines are also available with 
all-wheel drive options. 


The torsional rigidity of the 
chassis increases by 12%, yet 
weight is down by 75kg for 
a body-in-white, due to the 
strategic use of high-tensile steels 
where required. The clever 
MQB chassis, which underpins 
the Volkswagen Golf and Passat, 
is used here in its longest guise 
to date. 

After the bold exterior, the 
interior feels a bit safe in its 
aesthetics, but there can be 
few complaints about either 
quality or space. At 4,861 mm 
long and 1,864mm wide, the 
third generation Superb is 28mm 
longer and 47mm wider than its 
predecessor, while the 2,841 mm 
wheelbase is 80mm longer, allow¬ 
ing for greater space within the 
passenger compartment. Rear 
legroom is frankly ridiculous. 

It’s vast in the back. The boot is 
30-litres larger than before, at 
625-litres, expanding to a cavern¬ 
ous 1,760-litres with the rear seat 
backs folded. 

The Skoda Superb looks the 
part, making it ever easier to 
convince those whose car views 
are at least a decade out of date 
that a Skoda deserves a place 
on your shortlist if you’re in the 
market for a medium-ranger. It’s 
slick, presentable and, yes, simply 
clever.

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Things go sour for 
Stanley at Sixfields

Marc Richards showed he is the 
cream of the crop with a headed 
winner for Northampton against 
milk advert side Accrington 
Stanley. 

The Cobblers go into the New 
Year second in League Two after a 
satisfying 1-0 victory over John 
Coleman’s capable Stanley. 

Town showed themselves as real 
automatic promotion candidates by 
clinching a vital three points 
against the run of play. 

In spring, when the real promo¬ 
tion picture begins to emerge, per¬ 
formances will be forgotten with 
sheer number crunching of points 
counting for everything. 

Stanley will be seething that they 
failed to claim a draw from Chris 
Wilder’s off-colour Cobblers, but 
were taught a lesson in finishing by 
Richards, who notched his 14th of 
the season. 

Accrington are taking ‘moneyball’ 
to new levels on low attendances 
and a limited budget and could 
have had the lead at Sixfields with¬ 
in a minute when Sean McConville 
let rip a dipping shot which woke 
Town keeper Adam Smith from his 
Christmas nap in clipping the bar 
and going behind. 

Northampton have settled into an 
effective, yet rather safe, 4-2-3-1 
formation with Richards at the tip 
of the spear but Stanley bossed 
possession using crisp close pass¬ 
ing. 

Josh Windass proved the standout 
player in the first half with intelli¬ 
gent use of space and keen run¬ 
ning, which put mental and physi¬ 
cal pressure on the Cobblers’ cen¬ 
tre-back paring of Zander Diamond 
and Ryan Cresswell. 

Creswell had put in a powerhouse 
performance against Portsmouth, 
but looked ill at ease versus Stanley 
with ball to feet. 

Indeed, Cobblers fans in the over¬ 
spill area next to the Stanley Ultras 
in the away end had their hearts in 
their mouths midway through the 
first half when Creswell appeared

to bring down Billy Kee when 
through on goal. 

Somehow, whistle happy referee 
Nick Kinseley saw no interference 
with former Leicester man Kee 
when many feared a straight red 
card for Cresswell. 

Cobblers, with one up front, can 
blow away the poorer outfits in 
League Two but seem to struggle to 
unpick the better sides, and the 
attacking midfield three of Lawson 
D’ath, Alfie Potter and Nicky 
Adams never found a groove. 

Lacking in true width, it was only 
the addition of Dominic Calvert- 
Lewin at half time which gave 
Northampton the impetus to travel 
with the ball and threaten 
Accrington’s final third. 


However, Accrington’s Windass 
(on the radar of Arsenal allegedly) 
proved a pest all afternoon and was 
only denied by a smart close-range 
save from Smith after the restart. 

When times look tough for 
Cobblers they can always rely on 
that man Ricky Holmes and, again, 
the tiny winger’s introduction on 
53 minutes gave Northampton new 
impetus. 

Holmes, who faces former club 
Barnet this Saturday at Sixfields, 
showed the effectiveness of good 
technique as his 63rd-minute cross 
found Richards to head past six 
foot nine inch keeper Jason 
Mooney. 

Again, it wasn’t the cleanest of 
headers but the contact between 


man and ball will pale into signifi¬ 
cance to Richards’ goal tally come 
the end of the season, which looks 
to be heading well past 20. 

Stanley swarmed Town from 
there on in but showed the true 
problem with John Coleman’s 
‘money-ball’ squad building; they 
just couldn’t hit the back of the net. 

At least part of this came from a 
man-of-the-match showing from 
Adam Smith in the Cobblers goal, a 
player who has all the attributes of 
a million pound stopper. Smith’s 
agility off the line held Stanley 
back time and time again in the 
closing stages, epitomising the con¬ 
centration needed to cement pro¬ 
motion standard wins. 

Northampton host Barnet this 


coming Saturday at Sixfields in 
what should be another sell-out at 
the reduced capacity stadium. 

Chris Wilder will be hoping to 
avenge August’s 2-0 defeat in North 
London, while keeping tabs on 
powerful Bees forward John 
Akinde, the sort of striker that the 
Cobblers could do with to reinforce 
finesse with in-your-face attitude.

Off-colour Cobblers 


win ugly to go second

This was far from Northampton 
Town's most accomplished display 
of the season, but victories like this 
can be so crucial as Marc Richards' 
header led to them grinding this 
one out against Accrington. 

Richards settled a contest that 
could have easily ended with a dif¬ 
ferent outcome if not for the latest 
superb contribution from goalkeep¬ 
er Adam Smith, who made a string 
of saves in the second half. 

It’s been a dramatic, and at times 
traumatic, 2015 for the Cobblers, 
but they end it second in League 
Two, three points behind Plymouth 
with a game in hand. 

The sides are due to meet in a cou¬ 
ple of weeks at Home Park and it’s 
just one of many matches that Town 
fans can look forward to in what is 
shaping up to be a hugely exciting 
second half of the season. 

They won’t want to fray the nerves 
of their fans as much as they did in 
this match at Sixfields too often, but 
this outfit has definitely picked up 
the winning habit. 

Both teams came into this game 
after an unexpected day off on 
Boxing Day because of postpone¬ 
ments due to waterlogged pitches, 
with Accrington’s actually flooded 
by the heavy rain that has struck the 
North lately. 

Cobblers boss Chris Wilder decid¬ 
ed to name an unchanged squad 
from the one that lost to Portsmouth 
just before Christmas, which meant 
Ricky Holmes had to settle for a 
place on the bench again. 

The visitors almost got off to a sen¬ 
sational start as Sean McConville 
bent a wonderful effort from fully 30 
yards against the top of the bar with 
Smith beaten with just 14 seconds 
on the clock. 

Nicky Adams then had a shot from 
David Buchanan’s cut-back deflect¬ 
ed just wide in what was a lively 
start before Richards couldn’t quite

volley Brendan Moloney’s cross on 
target. 

Brad Halliday then sent a first¬ 
time effort fizzing wide of the far 
post from the edge of the area as 
Accrington again demonstrated 
that they weren’t just here to spoil. 

Piero Mingoia was the latest to 
have a crack from long range as his 
strike dipped over before the match 
settled into a more sedate period 
after a frenetic opening. 

Out of the blue, McConville was 
picked out superbly by Josh Windass 
and although he had time to bring 
the ball down, Moloney got across 
to block his shot bravely. 

The Cobblers continued to look 
sluggish after the break and it wasn’t 
long until Holmes was introduced, 
in addition to Dominic Calvert- 
Lewin, who had come on at half¬ 
time. 

Smith then had to be at his sharp¬ 
est to deny Windass just before the 
hour mark, as a ricochet took the 


ball into the attacker’s path and 
through on goal, only for Smith to 
make an excellent block. 

How crucial it turned out to be as 
Town took the lead on 62 minutes 
with Holmes sending in a cross 
from the left and while Richards’ 
header wasn’t the cleanest, it had 
enough on it to go beyond Jason 
Mooney in the Accrington goal. 

Smith then came out sharply at 
the feet of McConville to stop him 
getting on the end of Seamus 
Conneely’s through ball before 
Richards slammed a shot over the 
bar from 25 yards. 

The game had opened up again 
with the deadlock broken and 
Richards almost had a second when 
Tom Davies blocked his shot from 
point blank range following a terri¬ 
ble flap by Mooney.

London Irish stunned Northamp¬ 
ton Saints late on to claim their 
first Aviva Premiership win of the 
season at the Madejski Stadium. 

Irish, who had lost all of their pre¬ 
vious six games, earned a penalty 
try from referee Ian Tempest with 
two minutes left, and former Saint 
Shane Geraghty’s successful con¬ 
version secured victory. 

Northampton had looked set to 
claim the spoils after Kahn Fotuali’i 
put last season’s table-toppers 
ahead for the first time in the match. 

But after Jamie Gibson was sin- 
binned with four minutes to go, they 
cracked under Irish pressure. 

Saints had missed an early chance 
to go in front as Stephen Myler 
uncharacteristically missed a pen¬ 
alty that was earned with a huge 
shove at the scrum. 

Irish were soon winning a penalty 
of their own at the other end, confi¬ 
dently kicking for touch after a big 
forward surge. 

And from the resulting lineout 
drive, Irish had Northampton’s 
number as Narraway bulldozed 
over for the game’s first try. 

Myler notched three points, but 
Irish responded quickly through a 
Chris Noakes penalty and after 
scrum-half Brendan McKibbin 
missed an ambitious kick from 
halfway, Irish scored their second 
try as Sean Maitland dived in at the 
corner. 

Noakes added the conversion to 
give Irish a shock 15-3 lead, but 
Saints pegged them back before the 
break as Ken Pisi scored an uncon¬ 
verted try.

Alex Waller backs young prop to shine after Brookes’ injury 

Hill ready to step up

Northampton Saints prop Alex 
Waller admits the injured Kieran 
Brookes will be missed but has 
backed young Paul Hill to fill his 
shoes at tighthead in his absence. 

Brookes, who has been outstanding 
in his first few months as a Saints 
player, was ruled out for “quite a 
while” by director of rugby Jim 
Mallinder, following surgery on a 
twisted knee suffered in the 
Champions Cup clash with Racing 92. 

It represents a big blow to 
Northampton as the 25-year-old had 
been getting the better of opponents 
at the scrum on the weekly basis, and 
it has put his participation in next 
year’s Six Nations in jeopardy. 

Likely to replace the England inter¬ 
national is Hill, 20, who made his first 
start for the club in Boxing Day’s 
25-23 defeat to London Irish, after 
impressing from the bench against 
Racing. 

Waller said: “Brooksy will be missed, 
but in saying that young Paul Hill is 
doing a fantastic job. He’s really 
learning every week, he’s keen and 
enthusiastic. 

“He’s by no means the finished pro¬ 
ject and he’ll admit that as well, but 
he’s working hard every week, look¬ 
ing at scrums and looking at analysis, 
and he’s getting better and better. 

“We’ve got good strength in depth 
and there’s plenty of cover for Brooksy 
- we were always going to lose him at 
some point of the season with 
England, so it’s going to be a good 


experience for Hilly and it shows how 
good a squad we’ve got at the moment. 

“He’s a good character, Hilly, and we 
get on quite well and I think he’ll go 
far, but he just needs to keep on doing 
what he’s doing and as long as he 
keeps on learning, he’ll keep on get¬ 
ting better.” 

Brookes being out of action, as well 
as long-term injury victim Alex 
Corbisiero, means that Waller is now 
the most experienced prop available 
to Northampton. 

Waller has been a consistent per¬ 
former for the Saints in the past few 
years - so reliable that he has 
appeared in 101 Premiership games 
on the trot and counting. 

“I’m the senior prop at the moment, 
which is a worrying fact,” Waller said. 
“I’m 25 but I still feel a bit old looking 
around and I’ve been fortunate 
enough to have been involved in a 
certain amount of games. 

“You look around and you’re like 
‘oh, I’m in charge now,’ but it is an 
honour to be involved in every game 
and seen as being part of a leadership 
group that helps the scrum produce 
what it does. 

“It’s interesting to be one of the most 
senior members there, but you look 
around and you’ve got Victor Matfield 
behind you and some other interna¬ 
tional players packing down, and it 
humbles you a little bit.” 

Waller has had the likes of Soane 
Tonga’uiha and Corbisiero to learn 
from in his time at the Saints, mean¬ 
ing he has some sound advice to hand 
down should it be required. 

He said: “I’m very grateful to both of 
those chaps and to Dorian West as 
well for giving me a lot of opportuni¬ 
ties when I was young.”
